Garland Grand Jury Quits 


Monday, But Recon- 


venes on Tuesday 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark.—After nearly a 


full clay's investigation, the Garland 
county grand jury, empaneled to in- 
qcire into the death of John Dickson, 
35, a prisoner who is alleged to have 
died a.s a result of mistreatment by po- 
lice officers, adjourned Monday after- 
noon without making a report. It re- 
sumed its session Tuesday. 


Circuit Judge Earl Witt, who called 


the grand jury into session, read a 
lengthy charge to the body in which 
he said that if it were found that Dick- 
son died as a result of mistreatment, 
or if mistreatment was a contributing 
cause to his death, indictments should 
be returned against those responsible. 


Dickson was arrested in Hempstead 


county on charges of robbery and of 
participating in an attack on Chief of 
Police Joe Wakclin of Hot Springs. He 
remained in the city jail about 10 days 
until removed to the New Park hos- 
pital, where he died. 


A physician's certificate said pneu- 


monia caused Dickson's death. How- 
ever, Dickson's father charged that po- 
lice officers had manhandled his son 
while in their custody.

Surgical Operation Is Best Method of Removing 


infected Tonsils

, There are various ways in which the 
tonsils may be removed. The most 
copMnott method, that recommended by 
the'vast majority of doctors, is known 
as .surgical removal. 


ID small children an anesthetic is 


used. When the child is under anes- 
thetic, the doctor, with a special de- 
vice, frees one tonsil from the sur- 
rounding tissue and then taker it out 
inside its capsule in one piece. This 
procedure then is repeated with the 
, Other tonsil. If, as occasionally hap- 
pens, some portion of the tonsil does 
tlot come away with the entire mass, 
it is removed separately. In some 
.cases, repeated infections of the tonsils 
^roflke thfitn so fragile that removal in 


One piece is exceedingly difficult. 


If small portions of'the tonsils are 


left, they again may become infected 
and enlarged, so that another: operation 
>s Hpcessary. For this reason we some- 
times hear of persons who claim they 
have had their tonsils Teinoved two or 
three times. This is, however, the ex- 
ception. and not the rule. 


Recently it has been suggested that 


the enlarged tonsils of growmups be 
Winbved by electric • coagulation. In 
this procedure, f new apparatus, with 


electric current passing through a 
wire, is applied to the tonsil and 
either dries up by heat or burns up 
small portions of the tonsil. It is im- 
possible in this way to remove small 
pieces at each visit to the physician so 
that in time the entire tonsil is remov- 
ed. The advantage is that a surgical 
operation may thus be avoided and, 
provided everything goes well, the pa- 
tient may be able to work during the 
entire procedure. 


This procedure is not, however, as 


accurate as the surgical method, and 
occasionally there develop secondary 
infections and tonsillar abscesses, re- 
sulting in much more loss of time 
than occurs in the ordinary tonsil op- 
eration. The method is not, therefore, 
recommended by most specialists in 
throat diseases, except for persons who 
cannot undergo a surgical operation 
because of heart disease or for some 
other reason. 


The X-ray also has been used in 


some cases for destruction of tonsil tis- 
sue, but is not usually recommended, 
because it has not been developed to 
a sufficient degree of accuracy or ef- 
ficiency.

different law, and the .supremu court 
approved his course. 


Opposition to granting greater lat- 


itude to the President hasn't melted, 
by any means. Sonic members of 
congress suspect the public got a real 
scare out of the Cuse case and will 
speak loudly for lighter and higher 
walls .of neutrality to safeguard the 
country. 


Unmistakable, in any event, i.s the 


influence of Mr. disc and his airplanes 
toward revising the nation's peace ma- 
chinery, regardless cif whether it takes 
the form of freeing the President's 
hand or of backing, badger-like, deep- 
er into a hole of isolation.

Second—It forms the foundation 


of the United States' participa- 
tion in the Buenos Aires peace con- 
ference. 
With his sample case containing an 


American model neutrality law, Sec- 
retary Hull went lo Buenos Aires lo 
try .selling the idea lo all the Amer- 
icas 
It was a big assignment and Mr. 


Hull didn't fully get il across. He gol 
part way. An agreement was reach- 
ed by which all the American repub- 
lics, in time of war danger in the! 
Americas or abroad, will consult to- 
gether in nn effort lo reach a "com- 
mon" basis of action. 


Opens Door to Congress 


In that agreement, coupled with the 


.supreme court decision, lies the pos- 
sibility of congressional action. Under 
the present neutrality act, the only 
"common" basis "f action the president 
could agree upon would be strictly im- 
partial neutrality. He couldn't agrcu 
lo embargo .'in aggressor and allow 
arms to go to the nation listed as am 
"innocent victim." 


In debating the neutrality measure, 


.several senators contended it would be 
unconslitutional lo attempt giving the 
president power, in effect, to partici- 
pate in "sanctions" against an aggrcs- 
tor. But now the supreme court says 
there i.s virtually no limit to tin) dis- 
cretional.v i-, 
riw(T that can he impos- 


ed upon the president in his foreign 
negotiations. 


That simply throws open th'e door to 


the1 very considerable bloc iii (lie .sen- 
ate and house willing to gnijil, espec- 
ially to President Roosevelt, a whole 
bagful of authority, even beyrmd what 
tin; president has indepedent of con- 
gress.

Ross Alexander, portrayer of youth- 
ful Insouciance on the screen, was pro- 
nounced suicidal Sunday by Detective 
Lieutenant Ray Gicsc. 


The body of the dark haired actor 


was found ijaturday night in a barn 
on the estate where he and his bride, 
Anna Nagcl, lived since their marriage 
September 10, 1936. Cornelius Steven- 
son, Alexander's chauffeur, who found 
the body, said a pistol was clutched in 
Alexander's hand. 


The actor's death was a tragic finale 


to the story of a young couple who 
deserted the eastern stage to gain film 
fame. Alexander's first wife. Alcta 
Froile. shot herself to death December 
6, 1935. Alexander said she was de- 
pressed because she could not get film 
roles—because her professional pro- 
gress did not keep pace with his. 


Gicsc said he was informed Alex- 


ander had never shaken his despon- 


tncy over the death of his first wife, 
tevenson told him that last December 
on the anniversary of her death, he 
ruggled with his master for posses- 
on of cartridges for the pistol found 
aturday night. 
Stevenson told police that his master 


eft the house about seven o'clock with 
lis pistol announcing he was going to 
till a duck. 


Stevenson's wife, a maid, took up 
lie narrative. 


'He met the hired man who had al- 


eady killed it and returned," said Ella 
Stevenson, "Then he went out again 
and told Cornclious to call him from 
he barn when dinner was ready. When 
Cornelius did, he found the body, the 
pistol and a lighted torchlight beside 
it." 


Miss Negal, pretty young film ac- 


tress, sat in the house knitting after 
her husband walked out into the night. 
She became hysterical when Steven- 
son reported what he had found. 


Stevenson said Alexander was alive 


and moaning slightly when he found 
him. He did not regain consciousness. 


Death came to Alexander at the peak 


He had .just 
completed a musical picture in which 
he appeared in the male lead opposite 
Ruby Kceler. 


Alexander, whose real name was 


Hoss Alexander Smith, was 29 years 
old.

Uized nations were likened to the lem- 
mings, the little animals of Norway 
that, after a stupendous, unexplained 
increase in numbers, rsh to death in the 
sea, by Dr. Raymond Pearl, world 
famous biologist of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, in a speech here over the 
week-end. 


Dr. Pearl spoke on "Biological Prin- 


ciples Affecting Populations: Human 
and Others." 


After 100,000 years during which the 


number of humans increased only 
lowly, Dr. Pearl said, in the last 300 
'ears it jumped up fourfold. The in- 
crease was from eight persons per 
square mile in 1930 to 40 .today. 


Indications are, he added, that the 


population spurt is only three-quarters 
completed. Liwening it to the lem- 
mings, he said: 


"Zoologists have long been familiar 


with the phenomenon of periodic rapid 
multiplication of populations of lower 
mammals to such enormous absolute 
sizes as to entail high densities of pop- 
ulation within quite large, but still 
limited habitat areas. 


"These spurts of rcproductivity end, 


after tho density has reached a limit- 
ing height, in self-engendered 
de- 


struction of the major part of the 
population, usually through rapid and 
undirected mass migratory movements 
out of the overpopulated areas."

scribed as an indoor coliseum, .is not 
being constructed primarily to provide 
rhelter for weather-harassed griddtrs, 
but will be available for that purpose 
if they don't punt too much. 
'. 


The coliseum's principal use .will be 


to promote Louisiana's cnttle industry 
and furnish an assembly hall 'for the 
state university's 7,000 students. It is 
Gov. Richard W. Leche's idea. 


Floor May Be Taken U|> 


The coliseum will consist of thous- 


ands of seats ranged around an oval 
arena.under a dome roof without a 
post or similar support, ami will cover 
14.400 square feet, or about one-third 
of an acre. 


The arena will be 125 feet wide by 


250 feet long, with a hardwood floor 
that may be removed at any time. The 
floor will come out for football prac- 


! tice. 


The coliseum will be used by the 


college of agriculture for horse shows, 
rodeos, fairs, and livestock judging, 
and it will also be the meeting place 
of the state assemblies of 4-H clubs, 
agricultural conventions, the Future 
Farmers of America and for summer 
short courses for farmers. 


For Intramurals, Too 


-'. Besides its seats and arena, the col- 
iseum, which will cost S500.000, will 
house agricultural college classes in 
animal industry and pathology, and 
miscellaneous classrooms. 


The university athletic department is 


also to share in its benefits through 
its availability for intramural sports. 
It will have locker rooms, showers, 
lounges and offices, as well as a large 
stage. 
"The structure is part of a 52,500,000 
building program by the university 
for 1936-37 and is to be ready for use 
in the fall of 1937.
